Ah the inevitable "1984" questions. Most people really 
overlook the fact that the book is an allegory, with Saith and 
O'Brien as archtypes as servants of the huaan spirit and the 
statist elite, respectively. There are aany literary works of 
the saae sort. Saith loses his struggle, but that is not the 
iaportant fact; the iaportance is that he waged the struggle 
at all. 

The problea with "1984" is we really never see O'Brien's 
opposite nuaber. O'Brien syaboliies the insistence that the 
State is a aechanisa for iaposing one's will on others. The 
real opposite to O'Brien is one who insists that bis own 
individual rights are paraiount, as against those of others. 
These philosophies ultiaately lead in siailar directions. But 
Winston Saith stands between tbea, syabolitiag the realization 
that the state is a aechanisa for proaoting social 
interresponsibilities (that is, we DO have obligations to 
others and that the aost nearly HUMAN condition is one in 
which rights and obligations are in balance and baraony. The 
statists offer one i a huaan condition, the anarchists, another. 

Insofar as Orwell's novel is concerned, we have to 
rsaeaber two salient points. The first is that its essential 
precondition was a great and fundaaental change which had 
overtaken the entire world, a change which did not in fact 
take place. 



ViBstoi Smith has vague memories of it. Oilier 
indications of what it wis may be found in the leioirs of 

Menslans S. Bloggs, reported by Bertrand Russell in 
"Nightmares of Eminent Persons." This woald then have been a 
war in which the USSR succeeded in conquering the world 
without resort to nuclear weapons. However, the resulting 
squabbles between the various local Marxist governments 
resulted in the foriation of a trio of gigantic superstates. 
Even so, Oceania, for instance, would have many regional 
variations Bradbury (e.g. ) in 'Fahrenheit 451' and other 
stories shows an America in the 1950s and 90s which is 
Barked 1 1 different (but also remarkably siii !ar to) from 
Airstrip One. 

The problei with the superstates of 1964 is that their 
years were timbered The? could not and did not last . 
Historians of the 21st Century record a situation far closer 
to our own tine, although frequently with authoritarian 
overtones. See, for instance, Frankau, "Unborn Tomorrow"; 
Karp, "One"; HacGregor, "Froi A Christian Ghetto", Vonnegut, 
"Player Piano"; and others. This era, the Second Indvstrial 
Revolution, would itself coie to an end, almost certainly in 
a nuclear holocaust (see, e g., Hsiley, "Ape and Essence* and 
Graves, "Watch the Nortbwind Rise"). In such future states 
as Hew Crete, the New Christian Empire, and the Second Inca 
Empire, the struggle between the 5mitbs and O'Briens, tie 
Christs and Inquisitors, must inevitably continue. But we 
must always keep in mind that no historical situation can 
last forever. Winston Smith was a faithful servant of a 
state which seemed to have won an ultimate and permaseit 
victory. And the fact that he challenged that state, however 
unsuccessfully, demonstrates the inherent weakness of such 
structures in which they must ultimately find their own 
demise, just as Oceania had done by the early years of the 
21st Century The only question is whether the O'Briens, the 
controllers, can every win a permanent victory. Insofar as I 
can tell, even as late as the 100,000 Century (see Asimov, 
"foundation"), that issue will yet have remained unresolved.
